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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-26, 42-61 and 63-65, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO:l, 
or an isolated nucleic acid encoding SEQ ID NO:2, in sense orientation; a vector, 
method of enhancing organ development comprising said nucleic acid, a 
transformed plant or plant cell, or method of regulating organ development, 
comprising said nucleic acid, classified in class 800, subclass 290 for example. 

II. Claims 1, 27-59, and 62-65, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid of SEQ ID NO:l, or 
an isolated nucleic acid encoding SEQ ID NO:2, in antisense orientation; method 
of inhibiting organ development comprising said nucleic acid in antisense 
orientation, a transformed plant or plant cell, or method of regulating organ 
development, comprising said nucleic acid in antisense orientation, classified in 
class 800, subclass 285 for example. 

Claims 42-59, and 63-65 are generic to Groups I and II and will be examined to the 
extent that they are drawn to the elected invention. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons 

3. Inventions I and II are unrelated to each other. Applicants are claiming a nucleic acid 
molecule in sense and antisense orientation as well as plants and methods comprising nucleic 
acid molecules in either sense or antisense orientation. It is recognized in the art, that nucleic 
acid molecules in antisense orientation are used to down-regulate the expression or reduce the 
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activity of a specific protein whereas over-expressing a nucleic acid molecule in sense 
orientation is used to upregulate or increase the activity of a specific protein. The two different 
sequences, i.e., antisense and sense, are distinct one from the other in structure and function, and 
utilize different mechanisms. Therefore, each one requires a separate search and examination 
that is unique to nucleic acid molecules operably linked to promoters in either sense or antisense 
orientation. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the literature and sequence 
searches required for each of the Groups are not required for another of the Groups, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
